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SOCIAL,  CONDITIONS. 


A  large  variety  of  industries  is  carried  on  in  the  area, 
of  which  a  summary  was  given  in  the  Report  for  1937. 

The  unemployment  figures  supplied  by  the  local  Employ¬ 
ment  Exchange  shew  that  approximately  2.9%  of  the  male 
population  over  18  years  of  age,  and  6.2%  of  the  females 
were  wholly  unemployed  during  the  year  1938  as  compared 
with  1.8%  males  and  3.7%  females  in  1937. 

The  number  of  persons  who  were  in  receipt  of  public 
assistance  (outdoor  relief)  and  the  total  amount  of  outdoor 
relief  paid  to  Stretford  residents  during  each  of  the  last 
three  years,  is  given  below.  This  information  has  been 
kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  V.  G.  Graham,  Clerk  to  the 
Guardians’  Committee,  Barton-upon-Irwell  Area — No.  14.

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Stretford  residents 
recorded  by  the  Registrar  General  is  613  (see  Table  on 
page  11). 

370  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year,  including  32  deaths  of  non-residents  which  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  their  appropriate  registration  areas;  275  Stretford 
residents  died  outside  the  district.  The  net  number  of 
deaths  of  Stretford  residents  (occurring  within  or  outside 
the  district)  was  therefore  613.  Of  this  number  286  (or 
46.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths)  occurred  after  the  age 
of  65  years.

{b)  Ambulance  facilities.  The  ambulance  service  is 
adequate  and  is  extended,  by  Agreement,  to  the  Urban 
District  of  Urmston. 

Statistical  information  as  to  the  use  and  cost  of  the 
Ambulance  Service  is  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report. 

Infectious  patients  are  removed  in  the  motor  ambulances 
of  the  Salford  Corporation. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  The  District  Nursing  Service 
is  provided  by  the  Stretford  War  Memorial  Red  Cross 
Public  Nursing  Service,  nurses  from  the  Manchester 
District  Nursing  Institution  being  allocated  to  work  in  the 
Borough.  During  the  year,  399  patients  were  attended  by 
the  district  nurses,  involving  11,495  visits. 

No  organised  arrangements  exist  for  the  domiciliary 
nursing  of  infectious  patients.

(e)  Hospitals.  There  are  no  public  hospitals  in  the 
Borough.

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Convalescent  Treatment  of  Mothers — 

Amongst  the  useful  activities  of  the  Ladies’  Voluntary 
Committee  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  their  arrange¬ 
ments  for  sending  mothers  for  convalescent  treatment  at 
Llandudno  have  not  only  been  gratefully  appreciated  but 
have  shewn  tangible  results  in  the  improved  health  and 
happiness  of  the  mothers.  Even  to  the  more  fortunate 
mothers  who  do  not  require  this  form  of  assistance,  a  cheer¬ 
ful  and  more  hopeful  mental  attitude  is  encouraged  by  the 
fact  that  in  an  emergency  their  needs  are  likely  to  be 
provided  for  by  the  Ladies’  Committee.  For  help  in  this 
and  in  other  ways  the  Council  and  the  Department  acknow¬ 
ledge  their  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  of  the 
voluntary  workers  and  other  ladies  who  form  this  Committee. 

Unfortunately,  the  provision  available  for  convalescent 
treatment  does  not  permit  the  mothers  to  have  their  babies 
with  them.  Whilst  this  may  not  be  entirely  a  disadvantage, 
it  is  a  definite  deterrent  to  many  mothers  who  need  rest  and 
change  but  who  find  it  impossible  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  care  of  their  children.  The  need  is  one  requiring  further 
consideration.

10  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year. 

2  of  the  cases  notified  were  patients  in  the  Stretford 
Memorial  Hospital  delivered  by  their  own  doctors.  The 
rest  were  patients  delivered  in  their  own  homes. 

The  circumstances  of  the  delivery,  the  ultimate  diagnosis 
of  the  cause  of  pyrexia  and  the  action  taken  in  each  of  these 
ten  cases  is  summarised  as  follows  •  — 

All  ten  patients  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Five  patients  were  removed  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium  : 

2  from  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  ; 

3  from  patients’  homes. 

Eight  patients  were  confined  at  home  :  6  attended  by 
municipal  midwives  and  2  by  independent  midwives.  A 
doctor  was  engaged  to  attend  the  confinement  in  four  of 
these  cases. 

In  6  cases  the  puerperal  pyrexia  followed  a  difficult 
confinement.

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified 
during  the  year.  One  was  a  child  born  in  a  Maternity  Home 
outside  the  Borough,  information  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
child’s  eyes  being  forwarded  to  us  at  the  time  of  the  removal 
to  Stretford  on  the  17th  day.  A  doctor  was  summoned 
and  out-patient  hospital  treatment  was  arranged,  the  health 
visitor  attending  daily  to  assist  in  the  treatment. 

The  other  child  was  born  in  the  Stretford  Memorial 
Hospital,  was  treated  by  the  private  practitioner  who  was 
present  at  the  confinement,  and  the  eye  condition  quickly 
recovered.

In  addition,  51  infants  with  discharging  eyes  were  dealt 
with  by  the  Department,  with  satisfactory  results  in  every 
case. 

All  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  all  cases  of 
inflammation  of  or  discharge  from  the  eyes  are  carefully 
investigated  and  followed  up. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  impairment  of  vision  has 
resulted  in  the  cases  of  Ophthalmia  or  eye  discharge  reported 
during  the  last  10  years.

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  llorough,  as  compared 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  during  the  last 
14  years,  is  given  on  page  26. 

The  rates  for  Stretford  are  those  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  and  must  be  accepted  for  purposes  of  comparison. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  1938  is  calculated  by  the 
Registrar  General  on  his  classification  of  two  deaths. 

Confidential  reports  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  on  the  deaths  of  two  Stretford  mothers,  investigated 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  third  death  was  found  on  post-mortem  examination 
to  be  due  to  ectopic  gestation  and  no  useful  information 
could  be  submitted. 

The  cause  of  death  in  the  three  cases  was  certified  as 
follows  : — 

1.  Obstetric  shock,  uterine  fibroid  (died  3^  hours  after 
delivery) . 

2.  Cardiac  failure  —  shock  —  operation  (Csesarian 
section).  Died  3  hours  after  operation. 

3.  Ectopic  gestation,  intra  peritoneal  haemorrhage.  P.M.

Twenty-eight  of  the  consultant  ante-natal  examinations 
were  made  at  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital,  the  remain¬ 
ing  one  being  made  at  a  Private  Nursing  Home.  One  patient 
was  advised  to  have  Caesarean  section,  which  was  performed 
by  the  Consultant. 

Eleven  consultations  at  the  time  of  confinement  took  place 
in  the  patients’  homes  and  eight  at  Stretford  Memorial 
Hospital.  Two  of  these  patients  had  further  consultations 
later  on  account  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 
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Four  of  the  five  patients  who  were  examined  by  the 
Consultant  on  account  of  abortion  required  surgical  treat¬ 
ment. 

Between  January  1st  and  April  6th,  19v38,  16  patients  were 
referred  to  the  consultant  at  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital 
for  ante-natal  examination. 

On  April  6th  Dr.  Brentnall  made  his  first  attendance  at  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinic,  Old  Trafford,  and  continued  his  visits 
monthly  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Consequently,  the  previous  arrangement  for  ante-natal 
examination  by  the  Consultant  at  the  Stretford  Memorial 
Hospital  was  discontinued,  except  for  cases  of  emergency. 
All  practitioners  were  informed  of  this  alteration  and  were 
requested  not  to  send  patients  to  the  Hospital  unless  the 
condition  demanded  attention  before  the  next  visit  of  the 
Consultant  to  the  Clinic, 

From  April  6th  to  December  31st,  13  patients  were 
referred  to  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital  for  ante-natal 
examination. 

Appointments  are  made  for  all  patients  attending  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic  and  this  has  considerably  expedited  the  work  and 
has  proved  a  great  convenience  to  the  patients. 


Extension  of  Maternity  Services. 

As  a  result  of  the  Council’s  consideration  of  Circular  1622, 
which  was  fully  reported  last  year,  the  following  extensions 
of  the  service  have  come  into  operation  during  the  year. 

1.  The  Consultant  Obstetrician  has  been  made  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  clinical  supervision  of  all  patients  in 
“  Council  beds  ”  at  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital. 
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2.  A  Consultant  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  been  held 
monthly,  since  the  6th  April,  1938. 

3.  The  Consultant  Obstetrician  is  available  to  advise 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  required  in  the 
investigation  of  each  maternal  death  occurring  in 
the  Borough. 

4.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  St.  Mary’s 
Hospitals,  Manchester,  for  the  services  of  an  Emer¬ 
gency  Unit. 

The  personnel  and  equipment  of  the  Emergency 
Unit  to  be  provided  and  maintained  by  the  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital,  Manchester. 

The  medical  service  to  be  rendered  by  one  of  the 
Visiting  Obstetric  Staff. 

The  practitioner  is  requested,  when  the  emergency 
arises,  to  telephone  St.  Mary’s  Hospitals  direct. 
(Telephone  No.  CENtral  7352).  The  Resident 
Obstetric  Officer  or  Assistant  Resident  Obstetric 
Officer  will  be  responsible  for  summoning  a  convey¬ 
ance  to  transport  the  Sister  and  equipment  to  the 
case  and  also  for  summoning  a  member  of  the  Visit¬ 
ing  Obstetric  Staff  who  will  make  his  own  way 
to  the  case.  The  Resident  Obstetric  Officer  will 
maintain  a  weekly  rota  of  the  Visiting  Obstetric 
Staff,  who  will  be  given  the  rota  also,  and  inform  the 
first  on  call  weekly. 

The  Visiting  Obstetric  Surgeon  will  arrange  for  the 
subsequent  removal  of  the  patient  to  Hospital,  if  such 
be  deemed  possible  and  advisable. 

No  occasion  has  arisen  for  this  Unit  to  be  called 
during  1938. 
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5.  The  method  of  reserving  accommodation  in  the 
maternity  section  of  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital 
has  been  reviewed  and  preference  is  now  given  to 
patients  at  first  confinements,  or  patients  requiring 
hospital  treatment  for  medical  reasons  or  because  of 
unsatisfactory  home  conditions.

By  an  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Health  dated  31st  March, 
1930,  the  Urban  District  Council  was  constituted  a  Local 
Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives’  Acts.

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In  the  233  cases  attended  by  midwives  no  doctors  were 
engaged  by  the  patients,  but  in  137  instances  medical  aid  was 
summoned  by  the  midwives  to  deal  with  “  emergencies  ”  as 
dehned  by  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.

Births  at  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital — 

152  births  were  attended  by  the  staff  of  the  Stretford 
Memorial  Hospital  during  the  year.  A  doctor  was  in 
attendance  by  previous  arrangement  in  69  cases.  Medical 
help  was  summoned  on  account  of  ''  emergency  ”  in  27  of 
the  83  cases  in  which  no  doctor  had  been  engaged.

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Records  of  Sending  for  Medical  Help— 

The  statement  on  page  32  shows  the  number  of  records  of 
sending  for  medical  help  received  from  certified  midwives 
in  1938  and  the  nature  of  treatment  given  by  the  doctor. 

In  32  cases  instrumental  interference  was  considered 
necessary  out  of  69  cases  in  which  there  was  abnormality 
during  labour  ;  whereas  in  37  cases  the  doctor  was  summoned 
to  repair  damage  already  done. 


Payment  of  Doctors’  Fees  for  Medical  Assistance  in  Emergency. 

Under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  115  claims  were  received 
from  medical  practitioners  called  in  by  certified  midwives 
in  cases  of  ‘‘  emergency  ”  as  required  by  the  Rules  of  the 
Central  Midwives  Board.  The  amount  involved  was  £175 
2s.  Od.,  of  which  £77  12s.  3d.  was  assessed  by  the  Committee 
as  recoverable  from  the  patients  concerned.  Of  this  latter 
amount,  £42  3s.  Od.  was  actually  received  and  the  remainder 
is  being  paid  in  instalments.  In  25  cases,  after  consideration 
of  the  family  circumstances,  no  charge  was  made  on  the 
patient. 

No  claim  was  received  from  the  doctor  in  20  instances, 
i.e.,  14%  of  the  cases  in  which  medical  practitioners  were 
summoned  by  midwives.  The  patients  made  payment  direct 
to  the  medical  practitioners  concerned. 

One  claim  was  not  received  within  the  two  months’  period 
prescribed  by  the  Act  and  was  not  eligible  for  payment. 

As  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  617a, 
the  Council  refrain  from  exercising  the  power  of  recovery 
of  fees  paid  to  medical  practitioners  called  in  by  certified 
midwives  in  cases  of  inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from,  the 
eyes  of  infants.  Four  such  cases  occurred,  tliree  claims 
only  were  received  and  in  the  other  case  it  is  presumed 
that  the  doctor  was  paid  direct  by  the  parents.

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Payment  of  Midwives’  Fees — - 

No  application  was  made  during  the  year  for  payment  of 
a  midwife’s  fee  where  the  patient  was  unable  to  pay. 

Supervision  of  Midwives-— 

This  has  been  carried  out  by  Dr.  Knight,  who  has  main¬ 
tained  contact  with  all  the  midwives  in  domiciliary  practice 
and  in  private  maternity  homes.  No  instance  of  negligence 
on  the  part  of  certified  midwives  has  arisen  during  the  year 
and  the  midwives  have  shown  their  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  they  have  derived  from  the  methods  of  super¬ 
vision  which  are  mainly  advisory. 

t 

Compensation  to  Midwives — 

Compensation  was  paid  on  one  occasion  to  a  midwife  for 
loss  of  practice  due  to  “  suspension  ”  on  account  of  contact 
with  infectious  disease.  Another  midwife  had  to  be  deputed 
to  attend  two  patients  for  the  “  suspended  ”  midwife  and 
compensation  was  paid  at  the  rate  of  12/6  per  case 
{i.e.,  £\  5s.  Od.). 


In  two  instances  compensation  ”  was  paid  to  midwives 
at  the  rate  of  10/-  per  case,  on  account  of  patients  having 
been  recommended  for  removal  to  hospital  by  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  General 
Practitioner  Pre-Natal  Scheme. 


Maternity  Beds  at  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital — 

Of  the  152  women  admitted  to  the  Stretford  Memorial 
Hospital  in  1938,  96  occupied  beds  subsidised  by  the  Council, 
and  56  non-council  beds. 

52  applications  for  admission  to  beds  subsidised  by  the 
Corporation  had  to  be  refused.  60  applications  for  admission 
to  non-council  beds  were  also  refused,  6  of  these  from 
persons  residing  outside  the  Borough.  (See  paragraph  5  on 
page  29.)

Midwives*  Act,  1936— 


The  whole-time  service  of  salaried  domiciliary  midwives 
set  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1  of 
the  Midwives’  Act,  1936,  commenced  to  operate  on  1st 
August,  1937. 

The  Midwives  work  in  pairs  so  that  if  the  midwife  who 
has  been  engaged  is  not  available  the  case  is  passed  on  to  the 
second  midwife,  with  whom  she  is  already  acquainted. 

Each  midwife  is  available  by  telephone  at  her  place  of 
residence.

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Dental  Treatment — 

The  Table  on  page  36  again  illustrates  the  value  of 
co-ordination  between  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  and  the  Education  Authority.  Mothers  and 
children  are  regularly  referred  to  the  Dental  Officer  for 
examination  and  treatment  and  this  arrangement  is  not  only 
economical  but  is  of  great  convenience  to  the  parents  that 
the  treatment  is  available  on  the  same  premises  as  the  other 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  Services. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes — 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  registered  nursing 
homes  is  carried  out  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 
An  application  for  exemption  from  registration  has  been 
granted  each  year  to  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital.  The 
number  of  homes  on  the  register  at  December  31st,  1938,  was 
four,  including  one  home  in  the  charge  of  a  medical 
practitioner. 

Circular  1574— 

The  co-operation  of  general  medical  practitioners  has  been 
invited  to  assist  in  the  discovery  of  unregistered  “  nursing 
homes.”  No  such  homes  have  been  reported  during  the  year 
but  a  vigilant  watch  is  being  maintained,  not  only  by  members 
of  the  staff  in  their  routine  out-door  duties  but  also  by 
careful  scrutiny  of  the  advertisement  columns  of  local 
newspapers. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment — 

The  Education  Committee’s  Orthopsedic  Surgeon,  Mr. 
Harry  Platt,  F.R.C.S.,  deals  also  with  cases  referred  from 
the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

During  1938,  13  children  of  pre-school  age  have  been 
attended  by  Mr.  Platt  at  the  Orthopsedic  Clinic,  and  66  have 
attended  the  Remedial  Exercises  Clinic.  Cases  requiring 
protracted  Hospital  Treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Biddulph 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 
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One  infant  child  was  admitted  from  Stretford  to  Biddulph 
during  the  year,  but  the  parents  removed  from  the  area  and 
responsibility  for  the  child’s  maintenance  was  transferred  to 
the  County  Council. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the 
valuable  results  obtained  by  Dr.  Knight  in  the  treatment  of 
orthopaedic  defects.  Special  efforts  are  made  in  every  case 
of  congenital  malformation  or  deformity,  to  commence  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  earliest  opportunity  after  birth.  In  two  instances 
during  1938  highly  successful  results  have  followed  the 
treatment  of  two  babies  with  congenital  club-foot.  One 
child,  born  at  the  Stretford  Memorial  Hospital,  with  severe 
deformity  of  both  feet,  was  treated  daily  from  the  second 
day  after  birth  by  stretching  and  splinting.  Following 
discharge  of  mother  and  child  from  hospital  on  the  14th  day, 
the  mother  took  him  twice  weekly  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic 
and  was  instructed  how  to  carry  out  the  manipulation  and 
splinting  at  home.  The  child  was  also  under  supervision  by 
the  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  from  the  15th  day  after 
birth. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  when  the  child  was  five  months  old, 
there  was  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  feet,  the  fore  part  being  almost  restored  to  normal.  The 
photographs  taken  on  July  22nd,  1938,  the  11th  day  after 
birth  and  at  the  ages  of  5  and  10  months,  reproduced  at  the 
end  of  this  section,  give  some  indication  of  the  successful 
progress.  One  of  the  most  gratifying  features  of  this  case 
was  the  remarkable  change  in  the  mental  outlook  of  the 
mother,  once  she  realised  the  hopefulness  of  the  treatment. 
Her  intelligent  and  patient  co-operation  contributed  largely 
to  the  success  achieved. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  ultimately  this  child’s  feet 
will  be  functionally  normal  and  any  residual  deformity  will 
be  almost  negligible.  Instead  of  a  crippled  child  requiring 
prolonged  hospital  treatment,  surgical  operations,  causing 
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interference  with  normal  activities  and  education  and 
growing  up  with  a  sense  of  inferiority,  careful  supervision 
will  ensure  for  him  the  opportunity  to  develop  happily  and 
normally. 

Another  child,  born  at  home  with  deformity  of  one  foot 
only,  was  treated  from  the  5th  day  by  similar  methods. 

It  is  impossible  to  over-estimate  the  future  benefits  to  be 
derived  by  both  mothers  and  children  from  the  prompt  and 
skilled  attention  to  these  deformities.  Socially  and  econom¬ 
ically,  too,  treatment  commenced  in  the  early  days  of  infancy 
is  an  important  contribution  to  preventive  medicine.  Much 
depends  on  the  co-operation  of  the  mother,  whose  confidence 
must  be  cultivated  from  the  commencement  and  must  be 
maintained,  often  for  long  periods,  making  considerable 
demands  on  her  time  and  patience,  if  relapse  is  to  be 
prevented. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children — 

There  is  no  institution  within  the  Borough  for  mothers  or 
children  except  the  Galloway  Homes,  a  Church  of  England 
organisation  which  accommodates  32  girls  of  school  age. 

Health  Visitors — 

There  was  no  change  in  the  staff  of  Health  Visitors  during 
the  year.

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1938  was  53  per  1,000  live 
births  as  compared  with  59  in  the  previous  year.  From  the 
Table  on  page  41  it  will  be  observed  that  of  the  39  deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  26  occurred  within  one 
month  of  birth.  The  cause  of  death  in  these  26  cases  again 
illustrates  that  the  neo-natal  mortality  represents  the  deaths 
of  infants  who  have  no  chance  of  survival.

Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Area 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water — 

With  the  exception  of  2  shallow  wells  serving  farm 
cottages  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  the  whole  of  the 
water  is  obtained  by  constant  supply  from  the  Manchester 
Corporation.  There  are  no  dwelling  houses  supplied  by 
stand  pipe,  each  of  the  17,259  houses  in  the  Borough  having 
an  individual  supply  of  water  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes. 

The  service  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  the  quality  of 
the  water  is  under  supervision  by  the  Manchester  Corpora¬ 
tion. 

Systematic  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  water  is  carried  out  by  the  City  Corporation 
and  all  reports  on  these  analyses  are  submitted  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  City,  who  has  given  an 
assurance  that  there  is  close  and  continuous  co-operation 
between  his  department  and  the  Waterworks  Department 
with  the  joint  object  of  securing  the  safety  of  the  water 
supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage^ — 

At  the  Stretford  Sewage  Works  treatment  is  by  broad 
irrigation.  The  installation  of  new  detritus  tanks  and 
pumping  plant  commenced  in  1937  was  completed  during 
the  year.  Approximately  one-half  of  the  sewage  of  the  area 
is  disposed  of  at  these  works,  the  remainder  being  received 
by  the  Manchester  Corporation  sewer  which  runs  through 
the  Borough. 

All  new  drains  are  subjected  to  the  hydraulic  test  at  the 
time  of  laying.  The  smoke  test  is  applied  to  old  drains 
whenever  desirable. 

The  sewers  are  controlled  by  the  Highways  Department 
and  are  periodically  flushed  from  an  800  gallon  tank. 
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Rivers  aiid  Streams 


The  Local  Authority  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of 
rivers  and  streams  is  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee. 


No  complaints  have  been  received  but  any  such  com¬ 
plaints  would  be  investigated  and  reported  upon  to  the 
appropriate  authority.  The  possible  sources  of  pollution 
are  mainly  effluent  from  various  works  in  the  industrial 
area  of  Trafford  Park.  No  new  works  specially  likely  to 
cause  pollution,  such  as  artificial  silk  factories,  cheese  manu¬ 
factories,  etc.,  have  been  established.  The  district  sanitary 
inspectors  include  the  inspection  of  rivers  and  streams  in 
their  routine  duties. 


The  effluent  from  the  Stretford  Sewage  Works  discharges 
into  the  Kickety  Brook  and  eventually  into  the  River 
Mersey.  Examination  of  the  effluent  is  carried  out  systema¬ 
tically  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee  and  in 
every  instance  during  the  year  the  samples  have  been  re¬ 
ported  upon  as  satisfactory.

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The  only  pail  closets  remaining  in  the  Borough  are  in 
localities  (mainly  in  the  Docks  Area)  in  which  sewerage 
is  considered  impracticable.  The  disposal  of  the  contents 
of  these  pails,  as  described  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  cannot  be  regarded  as  ideal  in  an  urban 
area  of  this  size. 


Owing  to  the  Council’s  policy  of  contributing  £S  towards 
the  cost  of  conversion  of  a  waste-water  closet  to  a  fresh¬ 
water  type  the  number  of  waste- water  closets  has  been 
reduced  from  200  in  1925  to  5  in  1938. 


Public  Cleansing — 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  is  removed  by  modern  refuse- 
collection  vehicles.  The  arrangements  are  efficient  and 
satisfactory,  having  due  regard  to  consideration  of  cost. 


There  is  one  privy  midden  in  the  Borough  at  an  out¬ 
lying  farm.  This  is  emptied  by  the  owner. 


Domestic  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  exclusively  by  con¬ 
trolled  tipping,  trade  refuse  only  having  been  destroyed  by 
incineration.  Further  details  on  this  subject  are  contained 
in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Cleansing.

In  addition  to  the  informal  notices  referred  to  above, 
letters  of  intimation  as  to  nuisances  have  been  sent  in  18 
cases,  making  a  total  of  229  instances  in  which  informal 
action  has  been  taken  to  obtain  a  remedy. 


Shops — 


The  number  of  shops  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Shops 
Acts  is  1,043. 

During  1938,  782  shops  were  visited  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors;  644  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  a  previous  report  that  the  majority 
of  the  shops  in  the  Borough  are  family  businesses  with  living 
accommodation  attached,  whilst  a  considerable  number  of 
others  are  one-man  businesses. 

The  District  Inspectors  have  directed  the  attention  of  the 
proprietors  of  shops  to  defects  of  a  minor  character  and  have 
suggested  remedies.  By  this  informal  action  33  defects  were 
remedied.  The  number  of  defects  discovered  and  particulars 
of  notices  served  is  dealt  with  in  the  Chief  Inspector’s 
Report. 
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Two  certificates  of  exemption  in  respect  of  sanitary 
accommodation  and  washing  facilities  have  been  granted. 

Generally  the  shops  are  maintained  in  clean  condition  but 
the  attention  of  a  number  of  shopkeepers  and  stall-holders  at 
the  market  has  from  time  to  time  been  drawn  to  the  necessity 
of  means  to  prevent  flies  and  dust  gaining  access  to  food¬ 
stuffs,  also  to  the  display  of  foodstuffs  in  such  a  position 
that  they  may  come  in  contact  with  customers’  clothing,  or 
be  contaminated  by  children  coughing  or  sneezing. 


Smoke  Abatement — 

There  are  134  factory  and  works  chimneys  in  the  area. 
During  the  year  75  smoke  observations  were  taken. 

The  time  concession  allowed  for  emission  of  black  smoke 
is  two  minutes  in  each  half  hour,  and  this  limit  was  proved 
by  observation  to  have  been  exceeded  on  2  occasions. 

In  three  instances  a  warning  letter  was  addressed  by  the 
Town  Clerk  on  the  instructions  of  the  Council. 

In  several  instances,  following  complaints  or  observations 
of  smoky  chimneys,  interviews  have  been  held  with  the 
management  of  the  firms  concerned.  All  firms  are  circu¬ 
larised  each  year,  giving  information  as  to  the  classes  for 
stokers  and  boilermen  at  the  Manchester  College  of  Tech¬ 
nology. 

The  Council  is  represented  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  and  on  the  Man¬ 
chester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

The  Council  has  agreed  in  principle  to  the  formation  of 
the  proposed  South  East  Lancashire  Joint  Smoke  Abate¬ 
ment  Board. 
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Valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Inspector  under  the  Alkali  Acts  in  connection 
with  complaints  of  offensive  effluvia  and  fumes  from  in¬ 
dustrial  processes  which  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration’s  powers  and  duties  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 


Swimming  Baths— 

There  are  three  public  swimming  baths  m  the  Borough 
which  are  provided  with  continuous  filtration  and  chlorina¬ 
tion  plants.  The  baths  are  frequently  inspected  by  the 
Council’s  Medical  Officers  and  reports  are  regularly  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Baths  and  Wash-houses  Committee.  At  the 
Old  Trafford  Baths  very  considerable  alterations  and  im¬ 
provements  have  been  effected  by  the  installation  of  an 
entirely  new  filtration  and  chlorination  plant. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools 
in  the  Borough.

Methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  from  Bed  Bugs — 

In  cases  of  serious  infestation,  owners  and  occupiers  are 
advised  to  make  arrangements  for  fumigation  with  hydrogen 
cyanide.  For  slight  infestation,  the  Department’s  officers 
fumigate  by  sulphur  or  spray  with  Zaldecide,  three  separate 
exposures  to  the  gas  being  required;  clothing  and  bedding 
is  treated  by  steam. 
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I^Iethods  employed  for  ensuring  that  the  belongings  of  tenants 
are  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council  Houses — 

There  is  constant  collaboration  between  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  Housing  Department.  An  inspection 
is  made  of  every  house  the  tenant  of  which  has  been 
allotted  a  Corporation  house,  and  in  every  case  of  infesta¬ 
tion  appropriate  measures  are  carried  out  before  the 
removal  is  permitted.  Fumigation  with  hydrogen  cyanide 
is  carried  out  in  these  cases  when  necessary  at  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  expense,  the  work  being  done  by  contractors. 

No  disinfestation  by  cyanide  gas  is  carried  out  by  the 
local  authority.  Contractors  are  employed  in  every  instance 
for  this  class  of  work. 

Personal  supervision  by  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  inter¬ 
views  with  tenants  are  adopted  to  prevent  infestation  or 
re-infestation  after  cleansing. 


Schools — 

The  sanitary  condition  of  public  elementary  schools  is 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  the  water  supply 
to  each  school  is  from  the  Manchester  Corporation.  Each 
school  is  visited  once  every  quarter  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  who  reports  to  the  Education  Committee.  Defects 
found  are  promptly  remedied. 

No  occasion  has  arisen  during  the  year  to  necessitate  the 
closure  of  any  school  or  department.  The  methods  adopted 
for  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  amongst 
school  children  are  dealt  with  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer  and  consist  mainly  of  visits  by  the 
medical  and  nursing  staff  to  detect  possible  sources  of  in¬ 
fection,  missed  cases  and  “carriers,”  and  the  exclusion  of 
individual  children.

Offensive  Trades — 

There  are  42  premises  registered  for  the  conduct  of 
offensive  trades,  the  supervision  of  which  is  among  the 
duties  of  the  sanitary  inspectors  (see  page  119). 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  no  ‘‘common  lodging  houses”  in  the  Borough, 
but  87  “  houses  let  in  lodgings  ”  were  registered  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Housing  inspections  by  the  sanitary  inspectors 
resulted  in  the  preparation  of  six  schedules  of  works  re¬ 
quired  to  remedy  defects  revealed  and  of  additional  works 
necessary  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  bye-law  standard. 
The  schedule  in  each  case  was  forwarded  to  the  owner 
with  the  result  that  two  were  discontinued  as  houses  let 
in  lodgings  and  four  were  in  abeyance  at  close  of  year. 
Eighteen  others  were  found  to  be  no  longer  “  houses  let  in 
lodgings.”

The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901  (s.  132),  requires 
ihe  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  Annual  Report  to  the 
Borough  Council  to  report  specifically  on  the  administration 
of  that  Act  in  workshops  and  workplaces,  and  to  send  a  copy 
of  his  Annual  Report,  or  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with  this 
subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  (Home  Office).

Review  of  Overcrowding  Survey — 

The  report  on  the  survey  which  was  taken  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  1935  Act  showed  that  in  May, 
1936,  there  were  84  cases  of  overcrowding,  whilst  154 
families  were  within  half  a  unit  and  782  families  within 
one  unit  of  being  overcrowded. 

The  Corporation’s  proposals  to  abate  overcrowding 
showed  that  37  new  houses  would  be  necessary  and  that  it 
was  proposed  to  consider  re-housing  23  of  the  larger 
families  in  existing  vacant  houses  in  the  Borough. 

Resurvey  of  Housing  Conditions — 

This  resurvey  reported  in  1937  was  repeated  in  1938. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  1938  review,  there  were  26 
cases  of  overcrowding  on  the  records  of  the  Department. 
Reinspection  disclosed  the  fact  that  1 1  cases  had  been  abated 
in  the  following  manner  : — 

By  removal  of  a  member  of  the  family  by  marriage 

or  otherwise  ...  ...  ...  ...  ...  4 

By  removal  of  the  whole  family  ...  ...  ...  5

The  borderline  cases  were  next  reviewed.  These  are 
families  which  had  previously  been  found  to  be  within  half 
a  unit  or  one  unit  of  being  overcrowded.  Further  cases  of 
overcrowding  were  found  to  have  occurred  by  reason  of 
the  growth  of  the  family  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there 
were  22  cases  in  the  Borough. 

One  of  the  22  cases  was  new  and  has  since  been  dealt 
with. 
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The  number  of  families  living  in  overcrowded  conditions 
at  the  close  of  the  year  and  who  were  resident  in  those 
houses  on  the  “  appointed  day,”  January  1st,  1937,  was  21. 

Five  of  the  21  were  in  Corporation  houses,  two  being  new 
cases  caused  by  the  growth  of  the  family. 

Eight  were  large  families,  requiring  more  than  four  bed¬ 
rooms,  one  family  living  in  a  Corporation  house. 

There  were  233  border-line  cases  at  the  commencement 
of  the  review  (107  within  half  a  unit  and  126  within  one 
unit).  137  of  these  were  found  to  have  been  relieved,  the 
majority  (99)  by  removals.  Six  were  found  to  be  over¬ 
crowded  owing  to  the  natural  growth  of  the  families. 

The  balance  of  border-line  cases  still  existing,  as  such,  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  was  88,  whilst  47  new  cases  were 
discovered,  giving  a  total  of  135. 

Of  these  76  are  within  half  a  unit  and  59  within  one  unit 
of  overcrowding. 

The  number  of  border-line  cases  on  Corporation  property 
was  41. 

The  reviews  of  1937  and  1938  show  there  is  considerable 
movement  of  the  population,  particularly  of  overcrowded  and 
border-line  families ;  also  that  a  considerable  proportion  live 
in  “  rooms  ”  or  in  “  houses  let  in  lodgings.” 

The  results  illustrate  the  difficulties  of  keeping  in  touch 
with  families  of  this  type.  Where  overcrowded  and  border¬ 
line  cases  have  moved  to  unknown  addresses  there  is  the 
probability  that  they  have  gone  to  create  similar  conditions 
elsewhere.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply — 

There  are  4  farms  within  the  Borough  producing  a  total 
quantity  of  approximately  200  gallons  of  milk  per  day.  It 
is  estimated  that  a  further  2,300  gallons  per  day  is  sold  in 

the  Borough  by  retailers  who  receive  supplies  by  rail  or 
road. 

Systematic  visits  are  essential  to  maintain  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  cleanliness  of  dairy  premises  and  proper  care 
in  the  handling  of  utensils  and  bottles,  particularly  in  wash¬ 
ing  of  bottles,  cans  and  churns.  There  is  still  need  for 
a  greater  appreciation  of  the  necessity  for  sterilisation  by 
steam.

The  subsequent  action  taken  resulted  in  the  discovery  of 
one  animal  affected  with  tuberculosis  at  a  farm  in  the 
Borough.  This  was  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

In  one  instance  examination  of  the  affected  herd  by 
the  veterinary  inspector  failed  to  reveal  the  anim.als  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  infected  samples.  The  difficulties  in  tracing 
the  source  of  infection,  and  the  weakness  of  the  legislation 
to  prevent  the  consumption  of  tuberculous  milk  during  the 
time  occupied  by  the  investigation,  has  been  previously 
commented  upon. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1938. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  authorises 
three  special  designations  of  milk,  viz.  :  “Tuberculin 
Tested,”  “Accredited,”  and  “Pasteurised.”  A  review  of  the 
Order  was  made  in  the  Report  for  1936. 

Producers’  licences  for  these  three-  grades  of  milk  are 
granted  by  County  and  County  Borough  Councils,  and 
Retailers  licences  by  Councils  of  County  Boroughs, 
Boroughs,  Urban  Districts  and  Rural  Districts. 

Supplementary  licenses  may  be  granted  for  the  retail 
sale  in  the  Borough  of  a  designated  milk  by  the  holder  of 
a  licence  in  another  area.

Meat  and  other  foods. 

There  is  one  licensed  private  slaughter-house  within  the 
Borough  which  has  been  regularly  inspected.  All  carcases 
of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  are  examined  by 
the  Corporation’s  meat  inspector. 

The  public  slaughter-houses  and  cattle  market  at  Mode 
Wheel  are  owned  by  the  Manchester  Corporation.  The 
Standard  of  inspection  adopted  is  that  laid  down  in  Memo  62 
Foods  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  1922. 

Diseased  or  unsound  meat,  condemned  or  surrendered, 
is  destroyed  by  incineration.  Systematic  inspection  is  made 
of  all  stalls,  shops,  stores,  vehicles  and  places  where  food 
is  prepared. 

Preparation  of  food  is  not  infrequently  carried  out  under 
very  unsatisfactory  conditions.  Informal  action  has  been 
taken  whenever  possible  but  the  new  powers  and  duties 
prescribed  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938,  which  comes 
into  operation  in  October,  1939,  and  under  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Act 
1938,  are  likely  to  affect  much  improvement  in  such  premises 
and  in  the  protection  of  foodstuffs  from  contamination. 
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Further  reference  to  the  work  of  meat  inspection  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Chemical  Examination  of  food  is  undertaken  at  the 
Laboratory  of  the  County  Analyst  at  Preston. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  are  conducted  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Manchester.  In 
any  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  the  laboratory  facili¬ 
ties  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  would  be  utilised.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  table  on  page  85  gives  the  incidenee  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease.  There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic,  the 
notifications  and  the  mortality  approximating  to  the  aver¬ 
age  for  the  last  ten  years,  with  the  exception  of  scarlet  fever 
which  shews  a  decline  since  the  peak  years  of  1934  and 
1929. 

The  clinical  type  of  scarlet  fever  continues  to  be  mild. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  have 
been  of  the  severe  type,  aggravated  in  many  instances  by 
delay  in  receiving  antitoxin.  In  most  cases  antitoxic  serum 
is  promptly  administered  by  the  medical  practitioners,  though 
there  are  still  unfortunate  instances  in  which  this  treatment 
is  withheld  until  after  bacterioligical  examination  of  swabs. 

Antitoxin  is  available  to  all  medical  practitioners  at  the 
Public  Health  Offices  and  at  all  three  Police  Stations  in 
the  Borough.  1,088,000  units  were  distributed  in  1938  as 
compared  with  656,000  units  in  1937. 

Anti-streptococcic  sera  for  puerperal  fever  and  scarlet 
tever  is  also  supplied  if  required. 

In  every  case  of  diphtheria  a  careful  search  is  made 
to  discover  the  source  of  infection^  particularly  amongst 
school  children.  Whilst  convalescent  and  healthy  carriers 
are  not  infrequently  discovered,  in  many  cases  the  source 
of  infection  cannot  be  traced.  The  only  satisfactory  hope 
for  prevention  lies  in  the  immunisation  of  children  before 
they  reach  school  age. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria — 

For  several  years  the  Council  as  the  local  Public  Health 
Authority  has  made  available  facilities  for  immunisation 
against  diphtheria.  As  a  matter  of  convenience  the  work 
is  carried  out  at  the  school  clinics  and  child  welfare  centres 
or  occasionally  in  the  schools,  with  the  approval  of  the 
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Education  Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee.  All  expenditure  on  materials,  etc.,  is  met  by 
the  Health  Committee. 

Each  child  normally  receives  three  injections  at  weekly 
intervals.  In  the  case  of  pre-school  children,  parents  are 
encouraged  to  bring  them  for  a  further  single  dose  in  suc¬ 
ceeding  years  until  the  child  commences  to  attend  school.

The  number  of  notifications  of  acute  primary  pneu¬ 
monia  and  influenzal  pneumonia  cannot  be  considered  to 
indicate  the  true  incidence  of  pneumonia.  In  comparing 
the  number  of  notifications  with  the  registered  deaths,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  the  Registrar  General’s  classifi¬ 
cation  groups  together  the  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
pneumonia. 

Two  cases  of  dysentery  due  to  Sonne  bacillus  were 
notified,  after  confirmation  by  bacteriological  examination. 

No  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  were  notified  in  the 
Borough,  but  there  were  two  deaths  of  Stretford  residents 
certified  to  be  due  to  this  disease  occurring  in  hospitals  in 
adjoining  areas.  One,  a  child,  aged  5  years,  notified  to  the 
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Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Manchester,  as  cerebro-spinal 
fever,  died  in  the  Manchester  Royal  Eye  Hospital  from  : — 

i  (a)  Meningitis. 

ii  Broncho-pnenmonia. 

The  second  was  a  child  aged  2  months,  who  died  in  Park 
Hospital  from  : — 

i  (a)  Meningitis. 

(h)  Infected  Meningocele. 

(c)  Spina  bifida. 

Only  the  second  of  these  cases  appears  to  have  been  classified 
by  the  Registrar  General  as  a  death  from  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. 

One  Stretford  resident,  a  man  aged  25  years,  died  in 
Park  Hospital  from  Encephalitis  lethargica.  The  diagnosis 
was  made  after  admission  to  hospital,  consequently  the  case 
was  not  notified  in  this  Borough. 

Ten  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  (see  page 
85).  Two  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified 
and  treated  with  completely  satisfactory  results. 

Hospital  Treatment — 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  entirely  responsible 
for  securing  that  the  hospital  accommodation  available  for 
cases  of  infectious  disease,  whether  notifiable  or  not  notifi¬ 
able,  is  utilised  to  the  best  advantage. 

No  occasion  has  arisen  to  necessitate  any  selection  of 
cases  for  removal  to  hospital,  and  all  requests  for  removal 
have  been  promptly  and  satisfactorily  met.  Cases  of  non- 
notifiable  disease  were  removed  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium, 
viz. — 

The  question  of  hospital  treatment  of  uncomplicated  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  has  frequently  been  reviewed.  It  cannot 
be  claimed  that  as  a  preventive  measure  removal  to  hos¬ 
pital  is  often  necessary  or  effective,  but  careful  considera- 
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tion  of  the  facts  of  every  case  has  indicated  the  desirability 
of  hospital  treatment  for  domestic  reasons.  Taking  the 
broader  view  of  child  welfare  it  is  certain  that  children 
from  poorer  homes  should  be  given  the  best  available  facili¬ 
ties  of  nursing  and  medical  treatment,  to  prevent  the 
deterioration  which  may  sometimes  insidiously  follow  any 
attack  of  infectious  disease.

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NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Measles,  German  measles,  chicken  pox  and  whooping 
cough  are  not  notifiable  within  the  district,  but  useful  in¬ 
formation  of  cases  of  these  diseases  is  received  through 
school  teachers,  parents,  school  attendance  officers  and 
health  visitors.  This  information  is  systematically  followed 
up  and  attention  is  given  to  the  cases  needing  assistance  in 
home  nursing.  Medical  practitioners  bring  to  notice  the 
cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  and  there  has  been  no 
single  case  of  difficulty  in  complying  with  such  requests. 


DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  by  formalin  spray, 
formalin  vapour  or  sulphur  candles.  Infected  bedding  and 
other  articles  suitable  for  disinfection  by  steam  are  dealt 
with  at  the  Steam  Disinfection  Station  at  Empress  Street 
Depot.  Other  articles  are  disinfected  by  formalin  or 
sulphur.  Full  details  of  the  work  of  this  section  of  the 
Department  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector. 


The  total  cost  to  the  Council  for  the  notification,  removal, 
maintenance  and  treatment  of  all  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
and  the  examination  of  bacteriological  specimens,  during  the 
year  was  £4,148,  compared  with  £3,026  in  1937  and  £3,264

Sixty-four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  31 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year.  There  were  25  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  four  deaths  from  other  forms  of  the  disease. 

A  review  of  all  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  on  the  Register 
at  31st  December,  1937,  was  made  early  in  1938  and  as  a 
result  of  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  County  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  the  revision  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
first  Quarter.

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Non-notified  Tuberculosis — 

There  was  only  one  instance  of  death  from  tuberculosis 
which  had  not  previously  been  notified.  The  case  was  a  child 
who  died  in  Park  Hospital  from  tuberculous  meningitis. 

Largely  as  a  result  of  the  mutual  co-operation  which  exists 
between  the  private  practitioners,  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Officer  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  ratio  of 
non-notified  tuberculosis  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  in  the 
Borough  is  consistently  low. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  endeavours  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  notifying  practitioner  to  ensure  that  satis¬ 
factory  provision  is  available  for  treatment  and  that  suitable 
precautions  against  spread  of  infection  are  maintained. 

No  action  has  been  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  relating  to 
persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed 
in  the  milk  trade,  or  under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  or  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffer¬ 
ing  from  tuberculosis.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Staffs  for  the 
year  1938. 


The  principal  item  of  note  in  this  branch  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  the  year  was  the  submission 
of  representations  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  Enquiry 
relating  to  twelve  Clearance  Areas  in  the  Borough.

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By  the  close  of  the  year  all  houses  in  these  areas  had  been 
vacated,  and  the  tenants  re-housed,  principally  on  the  new 
Lostock  Estate.  Of  206  houses  erected  on  this  estate  98 
had  been  reserved  for  families  displaced  from  houses 
demolished  as  a  result  of  action  by  the  Department,  and 
37  were  reserved  for  re-housing  overcrowded  families. 

The  demolition  of  the  houses  in  these  Clearance  Areas 
will  practically  mean  the  completion  of  the  Corporation’s 
programme  of  clearance  of  scheduled  unfit  houses,  the  only 
ones  outstanding  being  those  in  the  Clifford  Ward  which 
present  certain  difficulties  entailing  lengthy  correspondence 
and  negotiation  with  owners  of  the  houses  to  be  demolished 
and  with  owners  of  the  adjoining  property.  Progress  has 
been  made  in  three  of  these  groups  of  houses,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  works  will  shortly  commence. 

A  re-survey  of  overcrowded  families  and  border-line  cases 
was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  review  there  were  26  cases 
of  overcrowding  on  the  records  of  the  Department  compared 
with  32  at  the  close  of  the  year  1937.  The  review  disclosed 
that  11  (of  the  26)  had  been  abated  or  had  become 
decrowded  by — 

The  removal  of  a  member  of  the  family  ...  4 

The  removal  of  whole  family  .  5 

Re-housed  by  the  Corporation  .  2 

Several  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  there  were  still  22  cases  in  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  families  living  in  overcrowded  conditions 
at  the  31st  of  December,  1938,  and  who  were  resident  in 
those  houses  on  the  ‘‘  appointed  day,”  January  1st,  1937, 
is  21.  There  is  an  obligation  on  the  Corporation  to  offer 
alternative  accommodation  to  these  families. 

Five  of  the  21  are  in  Corporation  houses,  these  are  receiv¬ 
ing  attention,  and  it  is  anticipated  they  will  shortly  be 
re-housed. 
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Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  border-line  cases  were 
visited  during  the  review  when  it  was  found  that  137  had 
been  relieved,  the  majority  (99)  by  removals.  The  balance 
of  border-line  cases,  with  new  ones  discovered,  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  135.  Of  these  76  are  within  half  unit  and 
59  within  one  unit  of  overcrowding.  The  number  of 
border-line  cases  on  Corporation  property  was  41. 

The  reviews  of  1937  and  1938  have  shown  there  is 
considerable  movement  of  population  and  particularly  of 
overcrowded  and  border-line  families ;  also  that  a  consider¬ 
able  proportion  live  in  “  rooms  ”  or  in  “  houses  let  in 
lodgings.”  It  is  difficult  to  trace  many  of  these  families 
and  there  is  the  probability  that  where  such  cases  are 
reported  to  have  removed,  they  have  gone  to  create  similar 
conditions  elsewhere.  Arrangements  will  therefore  be  made 
to  carry  out  these  reviews  twice  yearly  in  the  future. 

A  survey  of  the  water  supplies  to  that  portion  of  the 
Clifford  Ward  lying  between  Chorlton  Road  and  the  City 
boundary  was  carried  out  during  December.  The  supplies 
at  a  number  of  the  houses  was  found  to  be  very  poor,  the 
fault  principally  being  due  to  too  many  houses  being  supplied 
by  one  house  main  which  in  a  number  of  instances  is  of 
half-inch  diameter. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Manchester 
Corporation  Water  Department  to  carry  out  works  to 
increase  the  supply  in  this  locality,  but  it  is  pointed  out  that 
these  works  will  be  of  very  little  benefit  unless  the  mains 
in  the  houses  are  increased. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Housing  Department,  the  houses 
and  contents  of  selected  applicants  for  Corporation  houses 
are  inspected  prior  to  an  offer  of  tenancy  being  made. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  visits  to  195  premises  were 
made  during  the  year.  Vermin  infestation  was  found  in 
30  instances.  A  report  is  furnished  to  the  Estates  Manager 
on  each  case  and  the  infestation  dealt  with  before  tenancy  is 
finally  granted. 
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Difficulties  have  been  experienced  from  time  to  time  by 
caravan  dwellers  occupying  land  in  the  Borough.  The  last 
of  these  were  removed  during  the  year  under  threat  of 
proceedings  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  At  the  present  time  there  are  no  such  dwellings  in 
the  Borough. 

Although  there  is  little  formal  action  to  report  in  the 
administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  with  respect  to  the 
arrangements  at  shops  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop 
workers,  a  fair  amount  of  visits  and  informal  work  have 
been  carried  out. 

Of  the  1,043  shops  within  the  Borough,  782  shops  have 
been  inspected  since  the  Act  came  into  operation.  Six 
hundred  and  forty-four  of  these  shops  have  been  found  to 
comply  with  the  Act  so  far  as  the  above  arrangements  are 
concerned. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  shops  within  the  Borough  have 
living  accommodation  attached  and  as  these  are  mostly 
family  businesses  no  action  is  called  for.  Where,  however, 
a  shop  and  the  dwelling  have  been  let  separately,  difficulties 
arise.  Several  of  these  discovered  are  one-man  businesses, 
where,  owing  to  this  dual  tenancy  of  a  building,  no  facilities 
now  exist  for  the  shopkeeper. 

Defects  of  a  minor  character  have  been  dealt  with 
informally  and  in  this  way  33  defects  have  been  remedied 
and  14  shops  have  been  cleansed. 

Two  certificates  of  exemption  from  the  provisions  of 
Section  10  (2)  were  granted  due  to  special  circumstances 
affecting  the  shops  and  the  Corporation  being  satisfied  that 
sufficient  sanitary  accommodation  is  otherwise  con¬ 
veniently  available. 

The  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  at  the  several  schools  in 
the  Borough  have  again  been  inspected  and  reported  upon 
quarterly  to  the  Education  Committee.  They  are  generally 
well  maintained. 
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There  were  at  the  close  of  the  year  18,290  refuse  recep 
tacles  in  the  Borough.  Of  these  123  are  pail  closets  situate 
in  parts  of  the  district  where  sewers  are  not  available  for 
the  installation  of  the  water  carriage  system.  The  pail 
closets  are  emptied  twice  weekly,  all  other  receptacles  are 
emptied  weekly. 

Disposal  of  all  refuse  is  by  “  Controlled  Tipping.” 

Details  of  the  Cleansing  Services  are  dealt  with  later  in 
the  Report. 

One  unit  of  the  old  refuse  destructor  continues  to  be  used 
for  the  destruction  of  trade  refuse. 

Details  of  the  works  occupying  the  attention  of  the 
Sanitary  Staff  are  shown  in  the  following  pages,  whilst  work 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Watch  Committee 
is  embodied  in  a  separate  report.

NOTICES  SERVED. 

To  secure  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  the  following 
notices  were  served  during  the  year  : — 

Preliminary  notices .  .  211 

Four  statutory  notices  were  served  during  the  year  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  one  being  in  respect  of  a  black 
smoke  nuisance,  two  in  respect  of  accumulations  of  refuse, 
and  one  requiring  the  draining  and  paving  of  a  passage. 
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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 


The  following  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during 
the  year  : — 

1.  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924.  Exposing 
meat  to  contamination  and  failing  to  keep  a  sausage 
machine  and  a  mincer  in  a  clean  condition. 
Fined  £15. 

2.  Public  Health  Act  1875  and  the  Public  Health 
(Amendment)  Act  1890.  Depositing  meat  for  sale 
which  was  diseased.  Fined  £5. 

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  inspected  for  housing 
defects  during  the  year  was  152  whilst  47  houses  have 
been  made  fit  as  a  result  of  informal  action. 

A  statistical  summary  of  houses  dealt  with  and  inspec¬ 
tions  made  has  been  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  figures  are  contained  in  his  report. 

45  certificates  have  been  issued  in  respect  of  364  houses 
showing  the  number  of  persons  who  will  be  permitted  to 
occupy  the  houses  named. 

Rag  Flock — 

4  samples  of  rag  flock  were  taken  from  works  in  the 
district.  All  were  found  to  conform  with  the  standard 
laid  down  by  the  Rag  Flock  Regulations,  1912. 

Application  was  made  by  one  firm  in  the  Borough  for  the 
assistance  of  the  Department  in  dealing  with  a  quantity  of 
feathers  which  had  been  supplied  to  them  for  filling  for 
furnishings,  etc.  The  feathers  were  unfit  for  such  use  but 
there  is  no  power  to  sample  and  analyse  filling  materials 
other  than  rag  flock. 
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Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 — 

A  National  Rat  Week  campaign  was  again  organized 
during  the  first  week  in  November.  Each  year  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  circularise  local 
authorities  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this  Act 
asking  for  their  co-operation  in  a  national  effort  during  that 
week  to  destroy  rats  and  mice.  Such  a  campaign  is 
organised  each  year  at  that  time  for  that  is  the  period  v/hen 
there  is  considerable  movement  amongst  these  rodents  as 
they  seek  warmer  quarters  for  the  winter. 


Inspection  and  gassing  of  the  Department’s  refuse  tip  is 
carried  out  throughout  the  year. 


Gassing  machines  are  loaned  out  where  it  is  considered 
this  method  of  destruction  is  suitable.  In  other  cases  traps 
have  been  supplied. 


13  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from 
householders  that  rats  had  been  seen  or  were  suspected  of 
being  about  their  premises.  Advice,  and  assistance  where 
practicable,  were  given  by  the  vSanitary  Staff.  It  has  on 
many  occasions  to  be  pointed  out  to  the  occupiers  of 
premises  that  the  existence  of  rats  is  mainly  dependant  on 
the  food  they  are  able  to  obtain,  and  that  they  are  not  likely 
to  remain  in  places  where  food  is  not  easily  obtainable.  It 
has,  on  occasions,  to  be  pointed  out  that  the  obligation  to 
keep  one’s  land  or  premises  free  from  vermin  rests  with  the 
occupiers.  It  is  not  the  duty  of  the  local  authority. 


Mortuary — 

The  mortuary  at  “Throstle  Nest”  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Corporation  but  its  use  is  determined  by  the  County 
Police. 
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It  was  used  on  38  occasions  for  the  reception  of 
bodies.  Of  these 

23  had  died  from  natural  causes. 

7  were  fatal  accidents. 

2  were  accidental  deaths. 

3  were  drowning  cases. 

3  were  suicides. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  38  bakehouses  in  the  district.  To  these  41  visits 
have  been  made.  Structurally,  they  are  good,  and  are 
generally  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  only  two  premises  in  the  district  where 
slaughtering  of  animals  is  carried  on,  one  being  a  private 
slaughterhouse  which  is  only  used  occasionally  for  the  killing 
of  pigs,  the  meat  of  which  is  not  for  public  sale  but  for  use 
in  a  works  canteen. 

The  other  premises  are  owned  by  the  Manchester  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  are  situate  adjoining  the  Mode  Wheel  Cattle 
Market.  There  are  five  slaughterhouses  and  one  set 
apart  for  emergency  slaughter  and  for  the  killing  of  any 
animal  which  may  be  suspected  of  suffering  from  any  con¬ 
tagious  disease.  Only  two  of  the  five  slaughterhouses  are 
in  regular  use 

Both  the  private  and  the  public  slaughterhouses  are 
subject  to  an  annual  licence. 

The  premises  are  maintained  in  clean  and  satisfactory 
condition. 

3  slaughtermen’s  licences  have  been  issued  during  the 
year. 
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The  system  of  meat  inspection  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  Memo  62  Foods  is  strictly  carried  out. 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits  have  been  made  to 
the  slaughterhouses  by  the  Inspectors,  the  major  portion 
being  to  the  Manchester  Corporation  slaughterhouse  at 
Mode  Wheel,  where  slaughtering  is  regularly  carried  out.

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Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  years  to  the 
quantity  of  meat  condemned  on  account  of  tuberculosis. 
The  following  tabulation  shows  the  proportion  (expressed 
as  a  percentage  of  the  number  of  carcases  inspected)  in 
which  some  signs  of  tuberculosis  were  found.  ^In  giving 
a  similar  tabulation  in  previous  years  it  has  been  pointed 
out  that  with  regard  to  cows  and  bulls  the  number 
inspected  is  comparatively  small  and  that  most  of  these 
are  slaughtered  for  emergency  reasons,  whilst  with  regard 
to  pigs  most  of  the  carcases  examined  at  the  Mode  Wheel 
premises  had  been  slaughtered  and  inspected  in  other  dis¬ 
tricts  prior  to  consignment.

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  in  the 
borough  for  tuberculosis  was  7tons,  5cwt.,  Iqr.,  91b.,  com¬ 
pared  with  6  tons  during  the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  bovine  livers  affected  with  liver  fluke  was 
23.6%,  compared  with  28.7%  for  the  previous  year. 

The  stunning  of  sheep  before  slaughter  is  required. 

One  case  of  suspected  anthrax  was  reported  but  this  was 
not  confirmed  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Fisheries. 

BUTCHERS’  SHOPS  AND  OTHER  FOOD  PREMISES. 

Two  hundred  visits  were  made  to  butchers  and  other 
meat  shops  to  inspect  the  meat  and  to  observe  compliance 
with  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations.  Generally 
satisfactory  conditions  are  maintained,  but  occasions  have 
arisen  that  have  called  for  departmental  action. 
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A  very  flagrant  case  was  discovered  by  the  Council’s  Meat 
Inspector  where  he  had  reason  to  suspect  that  a  private  house 
was  being  used  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  meat  for  sale. 
Upon  gaining  admittance  to  the  premises,  the  Inspector 
found  in  a  dirty,  dilapidated  perambulator  three  calf  heads 
and  a-  cow  kidney  complete  with  suet,  this  kidney  was  badly 
affected  with  tuberculosis,  and  it  was  formally  seized  and  a 
magistrate’s  order  obtained. 

In  the  coal  cellar  was  found  a  sack  containing  meat  and  in 
another  part  of  the  cellar  there  was  a  bench  which  was 
obviously  used  as  a  butcher’s  block.  Proceeding  upstairs, 
there  was  found  in  bed,  covered  by  bedclothes,  two  carcases 
of  English  lamb,  and  the  bed  was  in  a  verminous  condition. 

The  possession  of  the  lamb  carcases  appeared  to  be 
surrounded  by  suspicious  circumstances  and  the  matter  was 
reported  to  the  police,  with  the  result  that  the  man  was 
convicted  of  theft ;  on  account  of  his  age  he  was  bound  over 
to  be  of  good  behaviour  for  12  months. 

With  regard  to  the  other  meat,  it  was  established  that 
the  man  was  selling  meat  in  public  houses,  but  owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  proving  this  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magis¬ 
trates  we  were  unable  to  take  proceedings  against  the  man. 
This  provides  another  instance  demonstrating  the  need  for 
amendment  and  strengthening  of  the  law  in  relation  to 
premises  where  food  is  prepared,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  relevant  sections  of  the  new  Lancashire  County  Council 
General  Powers  Act,  1938,  will  do  much  to  prevent  this  kind 
of  business  being  carried  on. 

There  have  been  three  occasions  upon  which  diseased  meat 
has  been  formally  seized,  but  in  only  one  instance  have  the 
committee  considered  the  circumstances  such  as  to  warrant 
legal  proceedings  being  taken  against  the  vendor. 

In  this  instance  a  butcher  was  fined  £5  for  having  exposed 
for  sale  a  bovine  liver  affected  with  tuberculosis.  On 
another  occasion  the  Inspector  formally  seized  a  quantity  of 
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beans,  barley  and  ground  rice,  about  one  and  a  half  hundred¬ 
weights  in  all,  which  were  found  to  be  infested  with  maggots. 
The  vendor  was  warned  on  the  instructions  of  your 
Committee. 

OTHER  FOOD  PREMISES. 

One  thousand  and  five  visits  were  made  to  other 
premises  where  foodstuffs  are  prepared,  stored  or  exposed 
for  sale,  e.g.,  fishmongers,  greengrocers,  ice  cream  manu¬ 
facturers,  fish  and  chip  potato  caterers,  restaurants  and 
market  stalls. 

To  prevent  nuisances  arising  from  the  storage  of  fish 
offal  and  greengrocers’  refuse,  such  is  received  at  the 
Sanitary  Depot  without  charge  to  the  tradesmen. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

In  the  adiilinistration  of  these  Acts  and  Orders  249  visits 
have  been  made  to  registered  premises. 

Details  of  90  samples  of  milk  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Staff  for  bacterial  count  and  for  examination  for  tubercle 
bacilli  are  contained  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  report. 

The  dairies  are  generally  maintained  in  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition;  a  few  are  still  without  means  to  sterilize  bottles  and 
other  utensils.  Conditions  at  some  of  the  smaller  general 
shops  where  milk  is  sold  remain  unsatisfactory,  due  prin¬ 
cipally  to  the  overcrowding  of  stock  and  consequent 
inability  of  the  shopkeeper  to  clean  the  premises.  Several 
of  these  are  premises  which  have  been  continuously  used  by 
the  same  occupier  for  30  to  40  years. 

There  are  4  farms  within  the  borough  where  milk  is 
produced.  There  are  10  registered  shippons  at  the  farms 
and  in  these  88  cows  were  housed  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
Sterilising  plant  has  been  installed  at  New  Shed  Farm 
during  the  year  and  the  dairy  enlarged. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Authority  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Food  (Adulteration) 
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Act  1928.  In  October  next  these  duties  will  be  transferred 
to  this  Corporation,  which  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  will  become  a  “  Food  and  Drugs  Authority.”  Arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  administration  of  the  Act  are  now  in  hand. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  following  premises  are  on  the  register  of 
“Offensive  Trades.” 

Fat  melting  ...  1 

Fat  extractor  .  1 

Fish  frying  .  40 

Permission  to  establish  “Offensive  Trades”  within  the 
borough  is  granted  for  one  year  only  and  subject  there¬ 
after  to  annual  renewal  on  application. 

Permission  was  granted  during  the  year  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  two  new  fish  frying  businesses. 

The  premises  have  been  periodically  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Staff  and  generally  have  been  found  to  be  kept 
in  satisfactory  condition  and  the  businesses  conducted  in 
conformity  with  the  byelaws. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  inspections  have  been  made 
to  factories  and  workshops.  Conditions  generally, 
especially  in  the  larger  and  more  permanent  businesses  and 
premises  were  again  found  very  satisfactory. 

Two  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  respecting  defects  and  insanitary  conditions 
existing  at  factories  and  workshops  within  the  borough, 
which  conditions  were  remediable  by  action  to  be  taken  by 
the  local  authority. 
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The  notices  were  as  follows,  viz.,  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion  inadequate,  one ;  absence  of  ventilated  space  to  sanitary 
accommodation,  one. 

As  a  result  of  action  taken  by  the  Department  these 
defects  were  remedied. 

OUTWORKERS  PREMISES. 

There  are  now  three  firms  in  the  district  employing  out¬ 
workers.  Lists  of  these  outworkers  have  been  received  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factory  and  Work¬ 
shop  Act,  and  particulars  sent  to  those  neighbouring 
authorities  within  whose  district  the  outworkers  reside  or 
carry  on  their  employment. 

Two  lists  of  outworkers,  resident  in  this  district,  but 
engaged  by  firms  without  the  district,  have  been  received 
from  other  authorities. 

Seventy-one  visits  have  been  made  to  outworkers' 
premises  by  the  lady  sanitary  inspector.  The  premises 
generally  were  found  satisfactory.  No  cases  of  infectious 
disease  occurred  at  any  of  the  houses. 


SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Seventy-five  time-recorded  smoke  observations  were  taken 
during  the  year. 

Byelaws,  fixing  the  time  concession  for  the  emission  of 
black  smoke  at  two  minutes  in  the  half-hour,  are  in  opera¬ 
tion  in  the  borough ;  this  limit  was  exceeded  on  two 
occasions.  Six  instances  of  works  chimneys  emitting  dense 
smoke  of  a  colour  other  than  black  were  reported  to  the 
Committee. 

Communications  were  addressed  to  three  offending  firms 
by  the  Town  Clerk  and  one  notice  was  served  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
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Representations  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  three 
firms  respecting  the  emission  of  dust  and  charred  matter 
from  works. 

Letters  were  again  sent  to  all  firms  in  the  borough  having 
boiler  plant,  advising  them  of  courses  of  instruction  in 
“Boiler  House  Practice”  held  during  the  winter  session  at 
the  Manchester  Municpal  College  of  Technology;  these 
courses  are  arranged  to  meet  the  requirements  of  boiler 
firemen  and  engineers. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Four  hundred  and  five  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  the 
occurrence  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  of 
tuberculosis. 

Four  hundred  and  thirteen  rooms  of  houses  were 
fumigated.  152  separate  lots  of  bedding  were  removed  to 
the  Sanitary  Depot  for  disinfection  by  steam.  23  lots  of 
bedding  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  or  with  the 
consent  of  the  owners. 

DISINFESTATION. 

Sixty  rooms,  in  21  houses,  were  treated  for  vermin, 
principally  bugs. 

In  bad  cases  of  bug  infestation,  owners  or  occupiers  of 
premises  are  referred  to  firms  who  specialise  in  disinfes¬ 
tation  by  HCN. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  district  18,290 
refuse  receptacles,  viz,  18,154  galvanised  iron  dust  bins,  12 
dry  ashplaces,  123  pail  closets  and  one  privy. 

All  refuse  receptacles  are  emptied  weekly;  in  addition 
the  pail  closets  on  the  docks  and  wharves  are  emptied  twice 
weeklv. 
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In  connection  with  refuse  removal,  the  following 
vehicles  are  in  the  service  of  the  Department : — 

Two  S.  &  D.  rear-loading  vehicles  of  10  cubic  yards 
capacity;  three  S.  &  D.  Freighters,  Newcastle  type, 
each  7  cubic  yards  capacity;  two  Morris  30-cwt. 
vehicles  with  canvas  covers. 

One  motor  vehicle  is  used  for  the  carting  of  soil  and 
cinders  for  covering  the  tip. 

The  total  weight  of  domestic  refuse  collected  during  the 
year  was  12,026  tons  17  cwts.  The  estimated  population  being 
59,670,  the  average  weight  of  refuse  produced  per  person 
is  equal  to  4.03  cwts.  per  annum.  The  average  daily  (365 
days)  amount  of  refuse  collected  is  32.9  tons,  or  11.02  cwts. 
per  1,000  population.  The  average  daily  amount  of  refuse 
per  1,000  population  was  12.3  cwts.  in  1937  and  12.75  cwts. 
in  1936. 

There  are  16,747  houses  in  the  district.  The  average 
weight  of  refuse  collected  per  house  per  year  is  14.3  cwts. 

12,026  tons  17  cwts.,  2  qrs.  of  refuse  have  been  tipped  at 
the  Stretford  Ees  tip. 

459  tons  12  cwts.  of  trade  refuse  were  delivered  at  the 
Sanitary  Depot  by  tradesmen,  and  dealt  with  in  the 
Incinerator. 

47  loads,  or  37  tons  6  cwts.  of  refuse,  the  contents  of 
pail  closets,  have  been  tipped  at  Bradshaw’s  Farm  for  use 
on  the'  land. 

176  loads  of  tradesmen’s  refuse  were  received  at  the 
Stretford  Ees  tip  and  disposed  of  at  charges  fixed  by  the 
Committee. 

The  income  from  the  collection  and  disposal  of  trade 
refuse  was  £197. 
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The  following  table  shews  the  total  cost  of  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse,  the  effect  of  the  same  on  the  rates,  and 
the  receipts  from  this  branch  of  the  Department  —

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

719  calls  for  services  were  received,  and  854  persons 
were  removed,  as  a  result  of  accident  or  illness,  to  the  under¬ 
mentioned  institutions  or  addresses,  in  the  motor  ambu¬ 
lances  maintained  by  the  Council. 

The  ambulance  was  not  required  on  46  occasions  when 
a  call  was  answered. 

During  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  agree¬ 
ments,  ambulance  service  was  rendered  on  35  occasions  in 
the  Urmston  district,  and  on  63  occasions  in  Flixton  and 
Davyhulme. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Ambulance  Service  was  approxi¬ 
mately  £596,  of  which  £210  was  recovered.  The  net  cost 
to  the  Council  was  therefore  approximately  £386.  Mileage 
registered,  6,340.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  work  carried 
out  during  the  year  1938  by  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Staff  in  relation  to  matters  coming  under  your  control. 

Cinema  Houses — 

The  Cinema  houses  have  been  periodically  visited  and 
inspected  with  respect  to  the  sanitary  accommodation. 
Attention  has  been  drawn  to  defects  found  and  these  have 
at  once  been  remedied. 

Difficulty  is  at  times  experienced  by  the  management  of 
the  various  cinemas  in  maintaining  the  conveniences  in  a 
clean  condition  during  the  performances  and  in  avoiding 
abuse  by  visiting  public. 

Petroleum  and  Carbide  Stores — 

Ten  new  applications  for  licences  were  submitted  during 
the  year  and  were  granted.  In  all,  144  licences  to  store 
petroleum  spirit,  8  to  store  carbide  of  calcium,  and  14  to 
store  petroleum  and  carbide  of  calcium  were  granted. 
Licence  fees  amounting  to  £139  were  received. 

All  new  stores  are  constructed  in  accordance  with  Regu¬ 
lations  adopted  by  your  Committee  and  all  are  inspected 
prior  to  a  licence  being  issued.  Visits  are  made  from  time 
to  time  to  ascertain  if  the  premises  or  stores  are  in  the  same 
condition  as  when  originally  licensed,  and  to  observe  if  the 
conditions  of  the  licences  are  being  observed.  Pressure  of 
other  work  has  prevented  all  stores  being  revisited  by  the 
Staff. 

Hackney  Carriages — 

A  tabulated  statement  is  appended  showing  the  number 
of  licences  granted  during  the  year  to  ply  for  hire  within 
the  district.  In  addition  to  the  £38  8s.  Od.  received  for  the 
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licences,  <£17  19s.  Od.  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Transport  in  respect  of  the  loss  of  licence  fees  due  to  the 
operation  of  the  Roads  Act,  1930.  These  licences  are  prin¬ 
cipally  in  respect  of  taxi-cabs  plying  for  hire  from  the 
Cricket  Ground,  Manchester  United  Football  Ground  and 
White  City  Stands. 

Licences  to  Deal  in  Game- 

Three  licences  to  deal  in  game  were  issued  during  the 
year. 

Explosives  Act,  1875 — 

Sixty-four  persons  were  registered  during  the  year  for 
the  sale  of  fireworks  under  the  above  Act.  A  fee  of  Is.  is 
payable  in  each  instance. 

Marine  Store  Dealers — 

There  are  eight  marine  store  dealers  on  the  register  kept 
by  the  Department  in  pursuance  of  Section  86  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  (Amendment)  Act,  1907. 

Factories  and  Workshops — 

Byelaws  as  to  providing  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire 
in  factories  and  workshops  where  less  than  forty  persons 
are  employed  are  in  operation  in  the  Borough. 

No  notices  under  these  byelaws  have  been  served  during 
the  year. 

Shops — 

There  are  1,043  premises  on  the  Register  of  Shops. 
603  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Shops 
Acts,  1912  to  1936  and  the  Orders  made  thereunder. 

The  Orders  made  under  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  and  in 
operation  are — 

Boot  and  Shoe  Trades  :  Weekly  Half  Holiday  Order, 
1916;  Closing  Order,  1927. 
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Butchers  :  Half  Holiday  and  Closing  Order,  1920. 
Chemists  :  Weekly  Half  Holiday  Exemption  Order,  1913. 
Grocers  :  Half  Holiday  Order,  1913. 

Hairdressers  :  Half  Holiday  Order,  1913  and  1914. 
Stationers  and  Fancy  Dealers :  Weekly  Half  Holiday 
Exemption  Order,  1913. 

By  an  Order  (under  the  Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act, 
1928)  adopted  in  1929,  the  ‘date’'  day  has  been  altered  from 
Saturday  to  Friday.
